The varieties of Flower Bulbs for Autumn Plantings which are now commercially produced in America, Eng- 
land, France, and Holland and offered in this Catalog are a much more improved list than those we were able 
to offer in our first catalog issued in the Fall of 1897. Specialists in many parts of the world have developed 
many new and beautiful varieties. We are glad to have participated in this improvement. 

Reports we are receiving from our various producers of American, Dutch, English, and French bulbs indicate 
at this date, July 1, that the crops are very promising and that high-quality bulbs will be obtainable for the 
American gardener this fall. This catalog contains added varieties of bulbs which have not been listed by us 
since 1940, since the principal source of supply up to that time was Holland. Fortunately, we are now able to 
offer Dutch Hyacinths in a good list of varieties of which in the past we were able to get only a limited supply 
from England. The same is true of some of the miscellaneous bulbs, cultures of which did not exist either in England 
or in America. We were fortunate in being able to get French Northern-grown Candidum Lilies which were very 
short in supply during the war. Crocus bulbs, which usually begin the spring-blooming season of bulbs, are now 
obtainable in good quality and in good variety. 

We are also very glad to report that many varieties of Daffodils and Tulips are in greater supply now at prices 
more favorable than those which existed during the past four or five years.

Culture. Bulbs should be planted 5 to 6 
inches deep and not Jess than 5 inches apart. 
One-half inch of sand at base of bulbs will 
amply repay the trouble by the provision for 
drainage during wet weather. For forcing, 
bulbs should be planted as soon as received, 
and the flowers appear to better advantage 
if pots a trifle deeper than the ordinary bulb- 
pans are used. We recommend what are 
termed azalea-pots for this purpose. A tem- 
perature of 55 to 60 degrees is recommended, 
for if allowed to ‘‘come gently,” larger flowers 
and lJonger stems may be had. 


Should we cover our Tulips? Tulips 
are the easiest of bulbous plants to grow. 
We advise, however, against covering them 
with any kind of mulch. In the first place, 
the bulbs do not require warmth. Mulches 
provide ideal nesting-places for field-mice 
which seem to like to eat the bulbs. In mild 
winters mulches encourage premature growth. 
Greater damage is done to Tulips by poor 
drainage than cold weather. Our suggestion 
is to make sure of a well-drained location for 
success with Tulips. 


We have been testing for the past fifteen 
years approximately 400 new, rare, and 
standard varieties of Darwin, Breeder, and 
Cottage Tulips at our Islip Farm.

American gardeners are just beginning to appreciate the resources 
of the wild Tulips or species. A wide range of brilliant color is repre- 
sented in their various forms, and they are permanent plants when 
once established. Being natives of southern Europe and western 
Asia, they are accustomed to hot, dry locations, particularly after 
blooming time, and should be given sheltered Iocations exposed to the 
sun, with the freest possible drainage. Do not fertilize the soil nor 
protect them; plant them very deep and leave them alone ever after. 
These Tulips are at home on steep, gravelly slopes or well-drained, 
sunny places in large rock gardens, but most of them are too large 
and too gorgeous for the tiny rockery. They bloom early and continue 
for many days.
